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Jets bomb 3 
Hanoi depots

SAIGON (AP) - American 


jets wrecked three major de- 
pots on the edges of Hanoi 
Tuesday in the heaviest raids 
on North Vietnam in weeks, 
and a 7th Fleet task force sank 
or damaged 12 supply barges 
off the North Vietnamese coast, 
the U.S. Command announced 
today. 


In South Vietnam there was 


heavy fighting on the northern 
front and Hue was shelled for 
the fourth day. But no progress 
was reported from the para- 
troopers who reached the out- 
skirts of Quang Tri City on 
Tuesday. 


North Vietnam claimed that 


U.S. planes bombed and strafed 
residential areas of Hanoi, 
"killing or injuring many per- 
sons, and destroying or dam- 
aging hundreds of dwelling 
houses." 


The U.S. Command denied 


ordering any attacks on civilian 
argets and said it had no infor- 
mation "indicating other than 
military targets were hit." But 
spokesmen acknowledged there 
may have been people working 
in the three supply and vehicle 
depots that were attacked dur- 
ing more than 320 strikes in- 
North Vietnam Tuesday. 


North Vietnam also claimed 


that two F4 Phantoms were 
shot down during the raids. The 
U.S:-Command said it "had no 
plane losses Tuesday to report 
yet. But it did announce that 
MIG21 interceptors shot down a 
pair of Phantoms southwest of 
Hanoi on June 27 and a sur- 
face-to-air 
missile 
brought 


down a third Phantom 40 miles 
northeast of Hanoi July 1. Two 
of the fliers were rescued, and 
four are missing, the command 
said. 


During the last two weeks, 


the U.S. Command has report- 
ed nine planes lost over North 


Vietnam and 16 fliers missing, 
raising the toll since the re- 
sumption of full-scale bombing 
on April 6 to 54 aircraft downed 
and 61 airmen missing. 


In a delayed report which ap- 


parently had to be cleared by 
the Pentagon because of its po- 
litical sensitivity, the command 
said that a naval task force last 
Saturday caught a flotilla of 
barges transporting 
supplies 


from offshore freighters pre- 
sumed to be from the Commu- 
nist bloc. 


Navy spokesmen said the de- 


stroyers Berkeley, Everett F. 
Larson and Gurke waited until 
the barges were clear of the 
freighters, then blasted them 
with their five-inch guns. The 
spokesmen said the destroyers' 
radarmen observed that 12 bar- 
ges were sunk or damaged, but 
the ships were unable to identi- 
fy the nationality of either the 
freighters or the barges be- 


cause of darkness. 


Radio Hanoi claimed today; 


that North Vietnam is getting 
war supplies by sea through 12 
coastal points which the United 
States had not been able to 
close by mines or offshore pa- 
trols. The broadcast did not lo- 
cate any of the points. 


In South Vietnam, the U.S. 


Command said, American 
planes accidentally attacked 
South Vietnamese marines five 
miles southeast of Quang Tri 
City. The command said 11 ma- 
rines were killed and 30 were 
wounded. Spokesmen said the 
attack is under investigation. 


Small clashes were reported 


east of Quang Tri City, and 
South Vietnamese forces were 
reported still on the outskirts of 
the provincial capital that is 
the first major objective of the 
20,000-man counteroffensive 
launched last week.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Joe 


Purcell of Benton, chairman of 
the state Democratic pary, said 
Tuesday he did not authorize 
the party headquarters to mail 
out literature last week that 
carried critical allusions to Sen.

Would-be skyjatker surrenders 
Doesn't get off the ground

BUFFALO, N.Y. (AP) — A 


man surrendered to an FBI 
agent early today after holding 
his 17-month-old daughter hos- 
tage at knifepoint and threat- 
ening to kill her in an abortive 
attempt to hijack an American 
Airlines jet, police said.

The FBI said the man, identi- 


fied as Charles Smith, 23, of 
Buffalo, agreed to give up after 
: being assured that police would 
not harm him. 


According to the FBI and lo- 


cal police, the entire episode 
began with a stabbing incident 
in Buffalo's inner city during 
the early morning hours. 


Richard Ash, special agent in 


charge of the FBI office here, 
said Smith boarded the unoccu- 
pied jetliner as it stood near a 
terminal gate about 5 a.m. at 
{Buffalo International Airport. 


He demanded that the airline 


• provide a pilot for the craft and 
'said he would kill the child if 


• his demands were not met. 


: "He apparently decided he 


: was not going to get out" of the 


j airport, Ash said, describing 
| how Smith put down the knife 
•he was carrying and walked

jsneaked aboard the plane. 
; The child, identified as Je- 


:tuan Smith, was not injured, 
•Ash said. Ash said blood on the

lier. 


• Ash said Smith would face a 
•charge of attempted hijacking. 
: Police said Smith apparently 
'.slipped aboard the unoccupied 
[jet about 5 a.m. and demanded 
jthat American Airlines provide 


a pilot for the craft. 


"I want a pilot," he shouted 


to police and FBI agents who 
surrounded the plane as it 
stood at a terminal gate. 


A group of FBI agents and 


police gathered near a ramp to 
the plane, using a baggage cart 
as a barricade. 


A man and woman took turns 


using a bullhorn to call up to 
Smith. The woman, identified 
by an FBI agent as Smith's 
mother, walked part way up 
the ramp at one point, talked 
with Smith, then returned. 


Smith and the girl were vis- 


ible just inside the plane. 


Scores of airline passengers 


passed through the terminal as 
usual. Many seemed unaware 
of what was happening at the 
American gate. 


From the upper level of the 


airport 
terminal, 'newttWat 


could see Smith holding the girl 
in his arms. At times he and 
the girl could be seen sitting in 
a front seat. Now and then he 
would carry the girl to the rear 
and then return to the front. 


Outside, on the ground, FBI 


agents talked to him using a 
bull horn. Reporters were kept 
away and could not hear wheth- 
er he made any reply. 


Earlier, he had shouted that 


he did not want to see news- 
men, cameras, or tape record- 
ers. 


All available Cheektowaga 


police, FBI agents and Buffalo 
homicide detectives rushed to 
the airport and surrounded the 
plane at Gate Seven. 


Police said that, after the 


stabbing, Smith grabbed the 
girl and drove to the airport. 
There, they said, he created a 
commotion at the post office 
and threatened to harm the 


girl. He then dragged the girl 
along as he climbed aboard the 
Jet. 


Police said Smith was bleed- 


ing and they believed he had 
suffered some type of injury.

U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
here today handed a victory to 
the forces of Sen.

Chicago Mayor Richard J. Da- 
•ley were given a setback by the 
court in the second half of the 
dual attack on the committee's 
hotly disputed decisions. 


The appeals court reversed a 


District Court decision which 
had upheld the committee's ac- 
tion of stripping 151 delegates 
from California. The Circuit

But whatever it 
was, Harriet had the right 
combination to charm her 
native land as thoroughly as 
she had enchanted England. 


Orphaned at nine, she was 


a high-spirited tomboy when 
her uncle sent her off to 
convent schools. There she 
blossomed into a poised but 
witty beauty. She braided 
her long golden 'tresses and 
wrapped them in a neat 
chignon on top of her head. 
She wore clothes that en- 
hanced her lithe body. Her 
gracious entertaining earned 
her fame as a hostess. 


History tells us that Har- 
riet became as popular as 
Dolly Madison had been in 
her day. When Buchanan's 
term ended, there was praise 
for Harriet but little for her 
vacillating uncle who had 
been unable to act as the 
division between the states 
deepened.

Q. I will be age 65 in a few 


months but have no immediate 
plans to retire. Will it be 
necessary for me to go to the 
social security office to enroll in 
the Medicare program?

Dear Reader—Thank you 


for your letter and it certain- 
ly serves as a good illustra- 
tion of the problem. When- 
ever the small disc between 
the vertebrae protrudes in 
such a way as to cause me- 
chanical pressure on any of 
the nerves, it needs correc- 
tion. If pressure is applied 


too long on the spinal cord 
or nerves, it can cause 
permanent damage. 


Of course, every case is 


different and there is no way 
the patient by himself can 
tell whether he is really 
damaging the nerve or not. 
But his doctor can tell. Thus 
it is very important that if 
the doctor advises that the 
time has come for disc surg- 
ery, you should go along 
with his 
recommendation 


without undue delay. 


Your case also points up 


the importance of going to 
see your doctor early when 
symptoms of numbness in 
the leg or problems we com- 
monly associate with slipped 
discs occur. Go see him in 
time that you can hope to 
recover without a numb leg 
or numb foot. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—In an is- 


sue of the Home Medical En- 
cyclopedia a doctor wrote 
that alopecia areata causing 
total baldness was usually 
psychogenic but hair may 
regrow when the emotion 


producing situation is con- 
trolled, or eliminated. Would 
you please explain this? 


Dear Reader—The writer 


is referring to the observa- 
tion that people can lose hair 
from being nervous. You can 
appreciate the fact that this 
is a vicious cycle—that once 
one begins to lose hair from 
nervousness he usually gets 
nervous because he's losing 
the hair. And so it goes. If 
the person can be reassured 
and the basic cause for ten- 
sion resolved, the hair grad- 
ually grows back and the 
problem disappears. 


This should not be con- 


fused with all the many oth- 
er reasons for loss of hair. 
Hair loss can be a normal 
event in men. It can also be 
a normal event in women 
after childbirth and with in- 
creasing age. Of course, 
women often lose hair from 
some of their habits which 
include inappropriate use of 
hair cosmetics, pulling and 
binding the ftair,. teaming the. 
hair and any other type of 
hair style that maintains 
tension or pulling on the hair 
itself. There is something to 
be said for today's natural 
girl with her loose natural 
hair.

Meat price warning 
is all too true

Consumers warned by super- 


market officials to expect high- 
er meat prices are finding the 
warning all too true. 


An Associated Press survey 


of about two dozen cities shows 
that grocery bills — particular- 
ly for the better cuts of beef 
and for pork — have increased 
anywhere from a dime a pound 
on up in the two weeks since 
the latest warning was issued. 


Cabinet officials scheduled a 


meeting in Washington today 
with officials of food chains and 
called in fanners for a Thurs- 
day session to help in preparing 
a food prices report that Presi- 
dent Nixon has requested by 
July 10. 


Shoppers, meanwhile, were 


issuing their own reports. 


"The food prices are just ter- 


rible now," said a woman in a 
Seattle, Wash., supermarket. "I 
know how much the prices 
have gone up because I just 
started shopping regularly a 
year and a half ago when I was 
married." 


"Prices are out of sight," 


said a man in a Kansas City 
store. "The very first thing the 
government should have done 
in its economic program was to 
put controls on food prices." 


Supermarket 
executives 


warned consumers on June 16 
to expect a rise in prices, par- 
ticularly of meat. They said 
that wholesale costs have been 
Koine up and the retail outlets 
no longer c >uld absorb the in- 
crease. 


The AP checked prices in a 


dozen cities on June 16, then 
checked again two weeks later 
to see if there had been any 
change. 


Among the findings: 
In Seattle, the prices of 10 


items were checked. Five went 
up, one went down and four re- 
mained steady. Increases in- 
cluded veal round steak, which 
went from $2.25 to $2.39 a 
pound, and rib pork chops, up 
two cents to $1.09 a pound. 
Stable items included peanut 
butter crackers, fruit juices, 
cheese, mayonnaise, butter and 
milk. 


In the Chicago suburb of La- 


Grange Park, pork loin end cut 
went from 79 to 85 cents a 
pound and jumbo eggs in- 
creased from 59 to 65 cents a 
dozen. Sirloin steak dropped 
from $1.59 to $1.39 cents a 
pound, but the manager said 
the decrease was temporary, 
due to a holiday special. 


In Los Angeles, ground beef 


went from 73 to 78 cents a 
pound, sirloin tip steak from 
$1.49 to $1.67 a pound and a 
Swiss steak TV dinner from 63 
to 67 cents. Items that were un- 
changed included round steak, 
chicken legs, russet potatoes, 
lettuce, onions, liquid cleaner 
and aluminum foil.

Woodcock also called for the 


return to McGovern of 151 Cal- 
fornia delegates taken from 
him by the party's Credentials

and distributed 


among his eight opponents in 
that primary. 


The committee set aside Cali- 


fornia's winner-take-all system 
and left McGovern, who origi- 
nally took all 271 delegates with 
under 50 per cent of the vote, 
with 120. 


"I am simply reacting to the 


immoral action of the Creden- 
tials Committee in taking away 
151 California votes ... from 
McGovern," Woodcock said.

herd have looked just like all 
the rest of the deer. 


Paul M. Kelsey, New York 


regional conservation educator, 
says that the mechanics pi deer 
antler growth have fascinated 
people for centuries. Antlers of 
the deer family are replaced 
annually, distinctly different 
from the horns of antelope, buf- 
falo or domestic cattle, which 
simply adds additional external 
Trowth each season. 


Scientists think that in- 


creased sunlight is picked up by 
the deer's eye and passed to the 
pituitary gland located at the 
base of the brain. This gland 
then stimulates the start of 
antler growth. By mid-May, 
growth has started. 


After the breeding season, 


the buck's antlers are shed for 
the winter.

It 
is also a most misunderstood 
convention, but that isn't 
Hy's fault.

leads of two suits you play 
a high card to ask for the 
higher ranking; a low card 
to ask for the lower ranking. 


This is very fine provided 


it is borne in mind that the 
suit preference convention 
only applies when it is clear 
that the low or high card 
play was made for that pur- 
pose. 
East wins the first two 


heart tricks and will lead a 
third heart for partner to 
ruff. This is a clear situation 
for a suit preference lead 
so he can lead the 10 to ask 
for a diamond return; the 


four to ask for a club return 
or the seven to ask partner 
to make his own decision. 


When the hand was played 


East led the four. West 
ruffed and led back a club. 
East took his ace and tri- 
umphantly led a f o u r t h 
heart. 


When West failed to pro- 


duce a trump higher than 
dummy's 10 South had lo- 
cated the queen and jack of 
trumps and had no trouble 
making the rest of the tricks. 


If East had thought care- 


fully 
before leading that 


four-spot he would have led 
the 10 and received a dia- 
mond return. South might 
still have figured things out 
but the chances are he would 
have banged down a high 
trump at the next trick and 
gone down.

Fire sweeps 
hospital, 30 
patients die 


SHERBORNE. England (AP) 


— Fire swept through a wing of 
the Cold Harbor Mental Hospi- 
tal early today, killing 30 of the 
36 male patients sleeping in a 
ward. 


The nursing staff 
rescued 


seven of the men, but one died 
later. The other six suffered 
minor injuries. 


One of the dead patients was 


16 years old and the rest were 
described as middle-aged. Most 
died in their beds, but the main 
doors were said to have been 
unlocked at the time of the 
blaze. 


About 325 patients were in 


other buildings of the hospital. 


The fire occurred in the 


Winfrith Villa, a wing which 
opened nine months ago. Dr. 
Peter Johnson, chairman of the 
hospital 
management com- 


mittee, said the most severely 
handicapped of the male pai- 
tents were kept there. 


Johnson said investigators 


had no idea yet what caused 
the fire. He said the firefighting 
equipment in the wing was 
"perfectly adequate." 


"It was a very rapid fire, 


with a great deal of smoke," he 
added.
